Le Bourget, France, September 2.—

The plane is due at New York 
around 8 p. m., eastern . daylight 
time, Saturday, if favorable conditions 
are encountered, although the fliers 
are allowing for conditions that would 
land them there as late as early Sun- 
day morning. 

The distance is roughly 3,600 miles 
—a retrace of Lindbergh's course to 
Paris last May. 

Complete Fueling. 

At 5:30 seventeen mechanics, 
perched on the plane’s massive wings, 
completed the filling of the Bluebird’s 
gasoline tanks that hold 7 1-2 tons of 
fuel.

There now are hundreds of govern- 
ment employees prepared to flash the 
news to Rio Janeiro. 

A small vessel left Para City today 
to comb the coast up to the Guiana 
frontier. 

A government official questioned by 
the Associated Press for an opinion 
of the Alemquer report declared: 

“If he was forced down near Alem- 
quer then he was far from the direct 
route ‘along the Orinocoto Belem 
(Para). The Brazilian government 
also is searching tlie regions border- 
ing on British Guiana along the 
Bronco river and French Guiana along 
the Oyapock river. 

“If he eame down along the Bronco 
river a long time would elapse before 
he reacher Boa Vista or Maracachita 
or Uapanas, but even from these » 
points only irregular river transport 
will get him back to the coast and 
civilization.

‘The board completed 
its report on future flood control and 
made some recommendations, bit 
these recommendations were not made 
public. The findings of the board , 
were mailed immediately to- head- 
quarters of the commission at St. 
Louis. 

The Mississippi river commission 
will assimilate all the various sugges- 
tions. which have been made, and 
forward them to Washington -to the 
head of the federal engineering de- 
partment for final action. 

While it was not definitely stated 
officially tonight what the board 
favored in connection with future 
flood control, it was generally unfter- 
‘stoods that a system of diversion of 
flood water through parallel drainage 
canals was the method recommended. 

The route mentioned chiefly in con- 
nection with the artificial waterway 
would begin at Cape Girardeau, Mo., 
and run southward to the mouth of 
Red river in Louisiana... The cost of 
such a canal was not estimated, un- 
less in the private report, but it was 
understood that the enormity of the 
cost would be one of the chief argu- 
ments against such a proposition. 

One other plan known to have been 
considered by engineers on the diver- 
sion board, was the reduction in the 
height of levees, thereby allowing lee- 
way in cost to make the dikes strong- 
er, to resist a greater pressure.
